August A. Busch Jr., president 
of the company, referred the situ- 
ation to the United States Con- 
ciliation Service, which  sum- 
moned both sides to a meeting 
at the old Federal Building, 
Eighth and Olive streets, today. 

No Agreement Reached. 

After meeting with the con- 
ciliators for several hours, com- 
pany and union officials left 
without reaching a_ settlement. 
Conciliator A. E. Johnson said he 
hoped to hold a second confer- 
ence tomorrow, 

The dispute grew out of elimin- 
ation of 47 jobs in the inspection 
of empty bottles. Busch, in a 
statement, said Local 187 agreed 
that 60 empty bottle ins»ection 
jobs could be eliminated, provided 
the union could determine work 
locations, This the company re- 
fused to agree to, contending that 
determination of work locations 
is a management function. 


“Nothing i: the labor contract 
permits, implies or suggests that 
determination of job locations is 
in any way a union function,” 
Busch asserted. He said the com- 
pany took the drastic layoff ac- 
tion because a slowdown, which 
started ‘last Wednesday, threat- 
ened to cripple the entire bot- 
tling and canning operation. 


Statement of Union. 


Robert F. Lewis, business rep- 
resentative of Brewers & Malsters 
Local 6, termed the dispute “‘triv- 
ial.” Lewis, as spokesman for 
CIO employes at the brewery, is- 
sued the following statement for 
the union: 

“T feel this issue can be easily 
résolved if the company would 
demonstrate a willingness to co- 
operate as it has in the past on 
issues of greater magnitude.

But the fact re- 
mains that th> U.N. command 
army is poised and prepared to 
strike, and strike hard, should the 
Reds decide that they have had 
enough of the armistice talks and 
wish to get on with the war on 
an all-out scale.”

Reds Could Withdraw. 

“Foremost, the enemy at that 
time, if we had continued full 
scale United Nations pressure, 
could have withdrawn to his Man- 
churian sanctuary, recouped at his 
leisure and then returned to spill 
his violence on the Eighth Army.

DOUBTS MASS PANIC

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (UP)— 
A research study prepared for 
the Air Force today discounted as 
a “myth” the expectation that 
atom bombing would result in 
panic and mass hysteria. 

In a study of mental and ner- 
vous reactions of bombed popu- 
lations in World. War II, Dr. 
Irving L. Janis, Yale University 
psychology professor, concluded 
that the reactions of atomic bomb 
survivors “do not appear to dif- 
fer” from those of persons who 
experienced heavy conventional 
attacks. 

Janis noted also that the World 
War II evidence “consistently in- 
dicates that bombed populations 
often direct their resentment 
against persons and groups within 
their own country.” ‘But he said 
it was an open question whether

$270,000,000 SINCE 
1938,s:C.A.B. SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP)— 
The Civil Aeronautics Board to- 
day estimated the Government's 
subsidy payments to the domestic 


airlines since the 1938 Aeronau- 
tics Act at about $270,000,000. 

The estimate, the first to_hbe 
officially made, was announced in 
connection with publication of a 
formula for separating the air 
carriers’ pay into an actual mail 
service rate and a stated subsidy 
figure.

tion between the United States 
and Denmark. 

The State Department an- 
nounced that the new treaty be- 
tween the two countries was 
signed in Copenhagen by United 
State Ambassador Eugenie An- 
derson. 

“The event marks the first oc- 
casion in the history of Ameri- 
can diplomacy where a woman 
as ambassador has signed a 
treaty for the United States,” the 
department said. 

The new pact supersedes the 
only other American - Danish 
treaty dealing with economic re- 
lations between the two. coun- 
tries. It was signed April 26, 
1826, by Secretary of State Henry 
Clay during the administration 
of President John Quincy Adams. 

The 1826 agreement was ante- 
dated by only one other major 
economic agreement signed by 
the United States in its early 
days. The oldest comparable 
pact was signed with Great Brit- 
ain in 1815.

Points Out Double Job 
Facing Drive as Result 
of Mobilization for De- 
fense. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP)— 
“Nothing can ever take the place 
of the good old-fashioned rule 
that Neighbors should always 
help one another,” President 
‘Truman said last night in open- 
ding the annual community chest 
- Campaign. 

In a nation-wide broadcast from 
the White House, Truman said 
the Community Chest drive in 
1500 communities will be doing 
a double job because it will pro- 
vide special help for men in the 
armed forces and their families 
‘through the United Service Orr 
ganization and other agencies.” 


“This defense job is vital and 
deserves support from all of us,” 
he said. “But at the same time, 
the Community Chest must keep 
right on with its regular job in 
our home towns—helping families 
in trouble, caring for homeless 
or neglected children, nursing the 
sick, and providing guidance and 
recreation for young people.” 


_ Community Chest officials esti- 
mate the total to be raised this 
year at $250,000,000, of which 
$16,500,000 would go to the U.S.O. 
and defense fund. 


This would be the highest on 
° record, exceeding the previous 
peak of $221,000.000 raised in an 
annual drive in World War II. 
Moral Values Count. 

“My Fellow Americans: 

“In 1500 communities through- 
out the United States, we are be- 
ginning a campaign to raise funds 
for the Community Chest. This is 
an event of critical importance in 
this country of ours. It stands for 
our devotion to the real, human 
values that make out nation great. 

“The ultimate greatness of a 
nation can never be measured by 
its material riches or the strength 
of its armies. Instead, what really 
counts in the long run is how 

much that nation contributes to 
the moral and spiritual welfare 
of mankind. 

“Our own country has grown 
great for just that reason—be- 
cause it is based on moral values. 
We have been taught that it is 
the highest duty of man to live by 
the golden rule—we acknowledge 
that each of us is his brother’s | 
keeper. 

“That is a good rule for the 
Government to follow, and the 
Government can and does do 
many things to help people meet 
the problems of their daily lives.

As our towns 
and cities have grown larger, com- 
munity problems have become 
more and more complex. It is 
often hard for us as individuals 
to know what kind of contribu- 
tion will do the most good toward 
meeting our community needs.

When we give to 
the chest, we can be sure that we 
are helping our neighbors and 
our neighborhood in the right 
way.

HE most surprising thing about Western Europe today is that its 
people have suddenly begun to think seriously about defending 
it. Even the skeptical French are beginning to talk as though 
the defense of their country, which seemed to them visionary to the 
point of silliness only a few months ago, might quite soon become a 
practical possibility. 

This sudden, still shy, growth 
of confidence in the midst of 
Europe’s desert of self-doubt and 
despair, derives very largely from 
the knowledge that Gen. Dwight

At first, Eisenhower was al- 
most wholly alone in this belief.

From Our Italian Consul 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I am appreciative of your editorial 
“Preps for Italy” of Sept. 26. Please, 
allow me to comment on your point 
——” . . the Allies cannot legally 
order Tito to get out of his part of the 
territory.” 

Yugoslavia is occupying Zone “B” of 
the Free Territory of Trieste not on its 
own right but as a consequence of the 
June 9, 1945, “military” agreement en- 
tered into between the Allied Govern- 
ments and Yugoslavia. 

By said agreement, the whole of the 
territory which now constitutes Free 
Territory of Trieste, Pcla and anchor- | 
ages on the western coast of Istria “will 
be under the High Allied Military con- 
trol and command. Sea, land and air 
forces west of the ‘Morgan Line’ will 
be under the Allied Command. 

“The Yugoslavian forces in the zone 
will be limited to no more than 2000 
men of the regular army. This agree- 
ment does not. in any way, effect or 
prejudice the final disposition of that 
part of Venezia Giulia west of the 
‘Morgan Line.’ 

“Equally, the military occupation and 
the administration by Yugoslavia of that 
part of Venezia .Giulia east of said 
line, does not, in any way, effect or 
prejudice the final disposition of that 
zone.” 

From the above, it is clear that only 
the Supreme Allied Commander and, 
on his behalf, the present Allied Mili- 
tary Government, has the legal title to 
the, military administration of the whole 
Free Territory of Trieste. The Yugo- 
slavian forces have not any direct title 
even to the military administration of 
the Zone “B.”

Europe’s Peril Spot 

Will Yugoslavia become the trouble spot for 
Europe as Korea has become for the Far East 
and Iran threatens to become for the Middle 
East? 

Yugoslavia has been in peril for three yéars, 
since Premier Marshal Tito, refusing to become 
a Soviet puppet, broke with the Kremlin. Troops 
are massed on all the unfriendly borders with 
Yugoslavia and refugees from behind the Iron 
Curtain tell the Yugoslavs of widespread mili- 
tary preparations, directed by the Russians. 
Border incidents with Albania, Bulgaria, Ro- 
mania, and Hungary—all Soviet puppet states, 
which encircle Yugoslavia to the east, south, 
and part of the west—have been numerous. 

A rise in these incidents in recent months 
has been disturbing and the Tito Government 
has felt obliged to bring them out into the open 
via a complaint to the U.N. For if Russia should 
decide on military aggression against Yugo- 
slavia, its behavior in the past suggests that it 
would do so with a puppet state as its proxy. 

The danger to Russia is that if Tito’s heresy 
is not put down it may spread. Communists in 
other countries behind the Iron Curtain may 
come to put loyalty to their own people ahead 
of loyalty to the Russian Communists, and that 
would be bad for the Russia-First brand of Com- 
munism which the Kremlin is trying to impose 
on its satellites. 

Russia has been trying to stamp out the dan- 
ger by measures short of war. First the Comin- 
form denounced Yugoslavia in the most violent 
terms. Then Russia and its satellites cut off 
trade with the heretic state. Finally the Rus- 
sians have been treating Tito’s Government to 
a war of nerves, with menacing troop move- 
ments, border incidents, and thunderings from 
the Kremlin that Tito’s days are numbered and 
short. _ 

If these measures fail, what then? Marshal 
Tito believes that Russia will not attack his 
country if the men in the Kremlin are convinced 
that by doing so they would start another world 
war. But he told Marguerite Higgins that un- 
fortunately there are many top Cominformists 
who still hold the view that a war against Yugo- 
slavia could be localized. 

That is why Secretary of State Acheson told 
a press conference not long ago that a Com- 
munist attack on Yugoslavia might cause the 
outbreak of a third world war. And that is one 
of the reasons why the United States and Brit- 
ain have made more than $150,000,000 available 
to Yugoslavia and why Washington began send- 
ing arms to Belgrade three months ago. 

How do the elements of peril and security 
weigh in the scales for Yugoslavia? The coun- 
try, about the size of Oregon, is believed to be 


* outnumbered 7 to 4 in troops by the countries 


that are threatening it, and its arms are inferior 
to theirs. Tito himself says simply, “Today, we 
do not think the abyss has been reached yet.” 

If the Western Allies can help make Yugo- 
slavia strong enough. to discourage the aggres- 
sor, and if they can convince the aggressor 
meanwhile that an attack on Yugoslavia would 
bring them into the conflict, the abyss may 
never be reached. 
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It All Depends 


Nine out of 13 Republican Governors—and 
that is a large number to declare themselves 
this early on so ticklish a subject—say they 
favor Gen. Eisenhower over Senator Taft for 
the G.O.P. nomination for President next year.

An Old Story Over Again 


Nat S. Finney, editorial editor of the Minne- 
apolis Star, must have felt “Haven’t we met be- 
fore?” when President Truman last week an- 
nounced his new regulations for restriction of 
“security information.” 

In 1947 Mr. Finney was Washington corres- 
pondent for the Cowles newspapers. He heard 
about, and exposed, the Administration’s plan 
to impose virtually this same gag at that time. 
He was awarded the Pulitzer Prize for his en- 
terprise, and the information gag was quietly 
shelved. 

Shelved, but not forgotten. As Mr. Finney 
pointed out in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, the 
current information clamp-down is his old friend 
of 1947, with the face slightly lifted. Public pro- 
test prevented it from being carried out four 
years ago, but “the President simply bided his 
time until he believed some national emergency 
might excuse a system the country would not 
otherwise accept.” 

Mr. Finney pretty effectively explodes the 
idea that the security gag is needed for genuine- 
ly security reasons. The pressure for it, he says, 
“comes from a coterie of quite able public serv- 
ants who believe the burden of continuous re- 
sponsiveness to popular reaction to official acts 
is intolerable.” These men have formed their 
executive habits in either the military -or the 
business tradition, he says, and they “make vo- 
cal and persuasive a more subtle inclination of 
big government toward secrecy.” 

Are Government officials to have absolute 
power to decide what the public shall be told 
about their Government? President Truman's 
order is a step in that direction. Unless he can 
give a more plausible reason for this drastic 
step than he has yet given, the order should be 
rescinded. 
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Tran Before the U.N. 


The first task of the U.N. Security Council, 
as it takes up the Iranian oil dispute, is to 
attempt to divorce the issues from the emotion- 
alism that has developed through the long 
weeks of wrangling. 

It was to be expected that the Iranians would 
close ranks as Britain carried the dispute to the 
U.N. Premier Mossadegh has probably been 
strengthened, for the moment at least. He can 
inveigh against the “rulers of the world,” can 
fling wild charges of a world plot against the 
weak, and get an enthusiastic hearing in Iran. 
In the emotional atmosphere now existing it is 
easy for any Iranian to believe that the great 
powers are ganging up against his country. 

The Security Council must try to calm this 
atmosphere and seek a solution that will recom- 
mend itself to all the nations of the world, big 
and little, weak and strong. There is a pro- 
found danger that, justifiably or not, the. dis- 
pute may line up the “have” nations against 
the “have-nots”—the economically strong powers

against those which have historically been co- 
lonial areas and which are now struggling 
toward national independence.

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New Chance for Unit Control 

The campaign to reform and modernize the 
management of the St. Louis public school sys- 
tem will begin anew on Oct. 23 when the Mis- 
souri Senate’s education committee conducts a 
rehearing on the School Board unit control bill.

Halting a Black Market 


Perhaps the most significant result of the 
Office of Price Stabilization’s check of the na- 
tion’s slaughter houses is the discavery that a 
black market in meat may be in the making. 

OPS enforcement employes learned that sev- 
eral car and trailer loads of ungraded and 
unmarked beef had been shipped from Wichita, 
Kan., to several Eastern cities. The investiga- 
tion is continuing in an effort to determine just 
how widespread the activities of the Wichita 
firm have been. 

President Truman predicted just such an oc- 
currence when he reluctantly signed the new 
economic controls legislation in August. One 
of the worst provisions of the law, he said, was 
the “Butler-Hope amendment wiping out slaugh- 
ter quotas on beef and thus encouraging the 
return of black markets.” 

Nearly every available OPS employe was used 
in the recent slaughter house inspection. Obvi- 
ously the agency can’t continue to operate on 
that basis. When enforcement relaxes because 
of lack of personnel, chances are favorable for 
black market operations. The real solution is 
to improve the law so as to make enforcement 
easier. Congress should eliminate the Butler- 
Hope amendment. 
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Toward Better Judges 


Henry P. Chandler, one of the least known of 
Government officials, says something that should 
make Washington stop, look and act. Mr. Chand- 
ler, who is director of the United States Courts 
administrative office, says it takes more than a 
year to get the average civil suit through a 
federal district court. The average in New York, 
he reports, is nearly three years. ‘ 

Delay of justice often is denial of justice. Wit- 
nesses die or move away. Memories fade. Rec- 
ords disappear. Cases that could be made at one 
time cannot be sustained at another. Yet the 


federal courts are getting into the jams that 


have so long characterized state courts. 

Due largely to the unfilled seats on its fed- 
eral bench, Illinois is the scene of a serious 
roadblock. Chicago alone has 4000 pending cases 
in the \national backlog of 55,084. Chief Justice 
Vinson and his circuit colleagues recommend 
the appointment of 14 new federal judges in the 
country, but in Illinois the Geadlock between 
President Truman and Senator Douglas over 
two vitally needed judges continues. 

This situation, in general and in detail, makes 
all the more welcome the American Bar Associ- 
ation’s new interest in the problem. The organ- 
ized bar, on motion of one of its past presidents, 
John W. Davis, has appointed a committee to 
extend Senator Douglas’ procedure in surveying 
the qualifications.of prospective judges with the 
aid of legal groups. The purpose of the commit- 
tee is to receive a pledge from both parties that 
only the best qualified persons will be selected 
for judges and that the President and Senate 
will request the recommendation of the bar as- 
sociation’s judiciary committee. The committee 
also is charged to get this principle written in 
the 1952 party platforms. 

Neither the President in appointing nor the 
Senate in confirming should give over historic 
responsibilities to groups of lawyers. But there 
is every reason to have the best advice of bar 
groups. Mr. Truman certainly did not have it 
when he made his ill-starred Illinois appoint- 
ments. If he is interested in helping litigants 
get ahead, he will compose his differences with 
Senator Douglas and agree on able appointees 


who can be confirmed promptly.

Ten years ago, in July,-1941, months be- 
fore the attack on Pearl Harbor, The Jour- 
nal published an editorial—‘“‘That Freedom 
Shall Not Perish’—stating, among other 
things, that democracy was worth fighting 
for. In part, that editorial read: 

“And the curious thing about democra- 
cy is this: a bad government can suppress 
it: a good government can permit and even 
encourage it; but democracy can flourish 
and grow strong only in the hearts and 
minds of a myriad of individual men. 

“That is the strength of democracy and 
its weakness. It is a government of, by and 
for individuals. 

“Democracy does not tell its citizens 
what to do. Its citizens tell a democracy 
what to do. 

“If its citizens are strong and wise and 
self-sacrificing for a common ideal, democ- 
racy will succeed; if they are not it will 
fail. 

“In the difficult, terrible world of to- 
day, democracy—the only governmental 
system yet tried which respects the dig- 
nity of the individual man—democracy has 
no single chance, we believe, to endure, 
unless Americans — American men and 
women and children — have it stamped 
upon their spirits as an ideal for which 
they as individuals are ready to fight and, - 
if need be, die; for which they as individ- 
uals are willing to do the even harder 
thing—live.” 


The Individual’s Contribution 


This, we believed then. In the great, con- 
fused war which followed, millions be- 
lieved it so fiercely they were willing to 
die and did die for this belief. We who 
survived, if we still believe, must be will- 
ing now to fight on, day after day, for 
our belief. Are you willing? 

Democracy is more than an abstract 
idea or an ideal. It does not float over us 
like a cloud. Definitions of democracy not 
stated in terms of its day-to-day operation 
are meaningless. 

The label “democracy” can be slapped 
onto all manner of nefarious schemes, in- 
cluding Communist tyranny, by smooth- 
talking radio politicians—and you have 
heard it done. Democracy is the free co- 
operation of a thinking and acting people. 

Democracy is what each individual per- 
son actually does to contribute to his self- 
government. It has no other being. When 
a substantial number of us stop contribut- 
ing—because of laziness, fear, or because 
we're just too busy making a living—de- 
mocracy dies. : 

Taking an active part in the political 
life of one’s community, the “grass roots” 
of democracy, requires more than desul- 
tory effort from the “Gosh, what can I 
do?” citizen. It requires gritty persistence, 
sweat, and perhaps tears, if not blood. 
Blood our young men pour out—in Korea 
or elsewhere—when we fail te act, fail to 
do our part, seek to close our eyes to what 
must be done here and now. 


The most radical—and the most success- 
ful—system of government ever devised 
by man is that system which permits peo- 
pie to govern themselves. “Government of, 
by and for the people” has always been a 
political system in peril. 

Seldom has it been in such peril, from 
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inertia, as it is today. External threats to 
democracy exist—and we must be mili- 
tarily prepared to meet them around the 
world—but democracy in the U.S. is in 
greater danger from its “do-nothing citi- 
zens” than from military. attack. 

The practical application of “government 
by the people” has gro‘vn frighteningly 
close to “government by default” in these 
complacent United States. 

There is no need to cite the appalling 
numbers of eligible voters who fail to vote 
in primary elections. You should vote, but 
if you wait until election day to partici- 
pate in self-government, it is almost too 
late. To do nothing more than vote is, in 
effect, to do very little. 


An Ironical Brag 


It is hard to understahd how the excit- 
ing miracle of self-government—attained 
by the self-sacrifice of those in our Revo- 
lutionary and Civil wars who believed it 
was more precious than life itself—can be 
ignored, and even belittled, by so many of 
us who are privileged to exercise it. 

“Politics is a dirty business—let George 
do it” has become almost a national slo- 
gan. “George” is a cog in some “unbeat- 
able” political machine. The man for whom 
George votes is the crook in office—though 
he may have to flee in disgrace when the 
heat is, temporarily, on. 

Pride of participation in our government 
has sunk to such a dismal low that it is 
socially accepted for many to boast of their 
political indifference—“I am not now, and 
I never have been, a member of any po- 
litical party!” This is the bitterest irony, 
and it is unhealthy in the most literal 
sense of the word. 

Testifying before a Senate subcommit- 
tee on ethics in government. responsible 
and politically experienced citizens have 
said that we cannot have a higher standard 
in our politics unless we have it in our 
citizens. That’s you. 

Unless our citizens care about graft and 
immorality in public life, graft and im- 
morality will increase, because they make 
millions for the politically crooked—and 
the gamblers who buy them. 


Americans Pay the Bill 


If you wait until voting time you will 
frequently only have a choice between two 
men of indifferent principles. These men 
were chosen because they promised to sup- 
port a machine or a strong pressure group. 

They were chosen because they do not 
intend to govern as well as possible in the 
interest of all. At the present time it’s 
more profitable to be crooked than honest, 
politically—and you pay the bill. 

The problem of each citizen is this—to 
see that politics in his locality, his town- 
ship, his election district, his county, is 
drawing in the best brains and effort of 
the most responsible citizens of his com- 
munity, including himself. If that is done 
at the local level, it will be achieved at 
the national level. 

There is no way by which national poli- 
tics can be more intelligent, more ethical, 
more courageous than the local groups in 
which it has its roots. That’s why you— 
yes, You—can do something about it.

From the Ohio State 


Representative Richard B. Vail of Illi- 
nois has introduced a bill to require news- 
papers to identify artices written by mem- 
bers of the CIO American Newspaper 
Guild, declaring: “In all cities where the 
Guild has secured a foothold the radical 
influence is apparent in the news con- 
tent.” 

The Guild has secured what Vail de- 
scribes as a “foothold” in San Francisco; 
it is the bargaining agent for workers in 
editorial and certain other departments of 
all four local newspapers. 

It is our judgment, viewing the situation 
from the middle of it, that editorial policy

editors. It is our further observation that 
the editors of the nation in general are 
amply able to determine who should and 
who should not sign articles appearing in 
newspapers under their command, without 
a political assist from anyone. 

Whenever that situation changes—when- 
ever Representative Vail, or Congress, or 
anyone, gains the right to tell an editor 
that he shall or shall not print a given 
name, or phrase, or even a word or a com- 
ma—America will be on the way to losing

Between Book Ends 


Father of the James Brotivers 


THE PHILOSOPHY OF HENRY JAMES SR. by Fred- 
erick Harold Young. (Bookman Associates, 338 pgs., 
$4.50.) 

George Bernard Shaw once told Henry 
James, the American novelist, that neither 
he nor his philosopher brother, William 
James, was the most interesting member 
of their family: it was their father, Henry 
James Sr. The elder James was the son 
of a wealthy Albany merchant; he had an 
idea of becoming a Presbyterian minister, 
but* chucked Calvinism to do his own 
thinking. 

lle wrote letters and tracts, occasionally 
lectured. He lived a life of leisure, sired 
two important sons, and considered Man, 
God and Society. The James family, never 
in want, lived around Washington Square 

in New York. vari- 
ous points abroad, 
and finally at Cam- 
bridge, Mass., and 
Newport. 

America was hus- 
tling in those years 
—a century ago— 
but James was think- 
ing. Young’s sum- 
mary of: his thoughts 
is praised by Ralph 
Barton Perry, Har- 
vard Professor Em- 
eritus of Philosophy, 
as “the standard 

Henry James Sr. work on the subject.” 
Young is a professional philosopher at 
Rutgers. 

The Elder James’ ideas represent an 
intelligent groping for order in a world 
already, in his time, much disordered. 
It was Henry Adams who wrote at the 
end of the nineteenth century that “The . 
movement from unity into multiplicity, 
between 1200 and 1900 was unbroken in 
sequence and rapid in acceleration.” 

James chose to move against the tide. 
His son, William, moved with the times, 
under the name of pragmatism, which 
says that truth must be tested by its re- 
suits. There are no absolutes of right and 
wrong. 

A White House secretary who wears a 
mink coat donated by a man seeking 
favors from the Government is, in her 
own way, a pragmatist. But people are 
beginning, now, to question pragmatism. 
What we need, so it is said, is a “moral 
code”—which brings us back to “abso- 
lutes.” Where under the philosophical 
sun will we find them? 

Henry Adams—and that English son of 
St. Louis, T. S. Eliot—would find an or- 
dered life for mankind in some kind of 
echo of Medieval Europe. This the Elder 
James rejected, along with most kinds of 
Protestantism, Trascendentalism and Uni- 
tarian ationalism. James, as Young 
shows him, is a sort of heretic follower 
of Swedenborg. 

In any event, James was a deeply re- 
ligious man. He believed in God. He be- 
lieved that although man is evil and the 
good society has never existed, it might 
exist, “but only as the fruit of a most real 
Divine operation in humanity.” The good 
society is a “city of God"—“not a city 
built of stone nor of any material rubbish 
. but its foundations are laid in the 
eternal wants and passions of the human 
heart sympathetic with God's infinitude 
.. . ™ James’s “city of God” is not for 
a small “elect,” not for white men only, 
nor Americans only, but for all humanity. 

James does not tell us precisely how 
we are to get there. His is, however, as 
Young says, “a vision of singular vitality 
and nobility.” It is too bad that Young 
found it necessary to present that vision 
cloaked with so much academic nonsense- 
writing. The best passages in the book 
are those quoted from the Elder James, 
the most obscure are Young’s explanations 
of what he thinks James meant.

Parcel post charges went up to- 
‘day. The increase, averaging 
about 25 per cent, will boost the 
‘cost of mailing packages an esti- 
mated $100,000,000 a year and 
help ease the Post Office deficit. 

The rate hikes were authorized 
by the Interstate. Commerce 
Commission last May after Con- 
gress refused a department re- 
quest for higher rates and told. 
Postmaster General Donaldson to 
‘turn to the ICC under a little- 
‘used law. 

The local rate for a one-pound 
parcel post package went up 
from 10 to 15 cents: for a 70- 
pound parcel from 64 cents to 
$1.02. A one-pound package in 
most distant (‘eighth’) zone of 
more than 1800 miles went up 
from 18 to 27 cents. A 70-pound 
package in the same zone now 
cost $9.93 instead of the former

On 
a daily average basis, however, 
power consumption declined 6 
per cent from the July rate. 

The shoe industry increased 
its operations in August as is 
normal, but did not reach the 
level of output in August last 
year or earlier this year.

PARISIAN LINKED. 
IN HOTEL KILLING 
ARRESTED IN AFRICA 


PARIS, Oct. 1 (AP)—Mme. 
Sylvie Paul, sought in connection 
with the murder of a woman hotel 
keeper, has been arrested in Setif, 
Algeria, police announced today. 

The search for Mme. Paul began 
after police found the body of 
Mme. Jeanne Perron, who had 
been missing for four months, 
buried in the wall of her Hotel 
du Theatre in Paris. 

The two women had been in 
prison together. After Mme. Per- 
ron acquired the hotel, they joint- 
ly managed it. 

Residents recalled that Mme. 
Perron complained of pains in 
her abdomen shortly before she 
disappeared in late spring. Short- 
ly before she had issued a power 
of attorney to Mme. Paul, cover- 
ing management of the hotel. 

About three weeks ago Mme. 
Paul left the hotel after indicat- 
ing to residents there that she 
was going to a hospital to have a 
baby. Then the body of Mme. 
Perron was found.

MUNICH, Germany, Oct. 1 (AP) 
—Dietrich Elvenpoek was fined 
200 marks ($47.60) today for in- 
terrupting his newscast with the 
words “regina queen of dia- 
monds.”

December. Elvenpoek explained 
at the time he put in the phrase 
because “I just felt a great urge 
to say these words to relieve me 
of a headache.”

Cleaning Boilers 


E can't remember just why 

but the fact is that it takes 

more heat to warm dirty 
water than clean water. The most 
likely spot to find dirty water that 
has to be heated is in the fur- 
nace boiler and the best time to 
replace this water is just before 
the system goes into operation. 

You can tell if your boiler water 
is dirty by how it looks in the 
glass gauge on the boiler. If the 
water in the glass bubbles and 
foams it’s a sure sign of dirty or 
oily boiler water. 

With the fire out, drain out the 

dirty water by opening the drain 
valve and then flush the boiler 
out with a garden hose. This is 
done by removing a fitting on 
the top of the boiler such as the 
safety valve and holding the hose 
against this opening. When the 
water running out of:the boiler 
seems pretty clean, close the drain 
valve and refill. 
- The inside of some boilers are 
so dirty that they need a ‘boiler 
cleaning compound to really get 
the dirt out of the way. This is 
poured into the boiler through a 
fitting and then left inside for a 
few days while the boiler is in 
operation. At the end of this time 
the fire is left to go out and 
when the boiler is cooled the 
water is drained out with the com- 
pound. Flush the inside of the 
boiler out with the garden hose so 
all the compound and dirt are re- 
moved and then refill. 

Be sure that the boiler is cool 
before you pour cold water into 
it. Cold water striking a hot boiler 
may crack it.

For Child

NXIOUS parents, and some- 
A times grandparents, are likely 

to overstress a child’s eating 
habits. Usually they think the 
child is not eating enough. Chil- 
dren cannot eat as much as adults 
nor do they need to. Many of 
them do better if they are fed 
often and in smaller amounts, 
The test of a child’s eating habits 
is his condition, his weight, his 
growth. When a child is up to or 


close to standard weight his par-. 


ents may be assured that he is 
eating all he needs. 

“My child wants to drink only 
skimmed milk. I am afraid -he 
won't get enough nourishment 
from it and want him to have 
cream in it, but he won't drink it 
when I put the cream in. Should 
I flavor his milk to get him to 
drink it with the cream in?”

NO. LET HIM have his skimmed 
milk. There is no reason for 
objecting to his preference, as 
skimmed milk is very nourishing. 
He does not need the cream. Un- 
less the pediatrician orders whole 
milk for him, let him go on drink- 
ing the skimmed milk if he pre- 
fers it. 

Children have not the same 
tastes as adults. They usually 
take what their parents use as a 
matter of course, but occasionally 
one asks for something different. 
Unless it is positively harmful, 
and it is not likely to be so in a 
well-managed household, let him 
have his way. Often grown peo- 
ple want children to like what 
they like, which may or may not 
be wise. Always leave a little 
margin for personal peculiarities. 

If a parent shows anxiety about 
a child’s eating, asks, for exam- 
ple, that the child “eat some for 
mother, please,” the child, feeling 
that he has power over this big 
person who usually exercises pow- 
er over him, is likely to enjoy 
this new power and to exercise 
it to his own disadvantage and to 
the great annoyance of his mother 
and the rest of the family.

TRY TO TEACH children by 
example rather than by words, by 
experience rather than by demon- 
strations of dramatic quality, that 
they eat for themselves and for 
nobody else. Show no concern 
about it beyond cooking and serv- 
ing the food in the best possible 
way to make it attractive and 
nourishing. Let the child feel 
that when he refuses his food, the 
only person who is affected is 
himself. 

Make eating a matter of course, 
a pleasant event in the daily rou- 
tine and let it go at that. Eat- 
ing problems are usually created, 
not born with the child. The 
pediatrician will set parents right 
on this important matter if he is 
consulted about it, and he should 
be when there is any prolonged 
difficulty.

A Weekly Allowance 
By Dr. Paul Popenoe 

HE P. family is becoming money-minded. What should we 
T do about allowances for the children?, Mrs. P. inquires. “We 

have three ranging from 9 down to 4 years of age. We have 
never given them any regular spending money, but have tried 
to be generous within our very modest means. But they say 
the neighborhood children have weekly allowances, What’s the 
wise thing to do, Dr. Popenoe?” 

The wise thing is to start a child off with a regular allow- 
ance as soon as he can count. Your 4-year-old may be ready 
for a nickel a week, raised to a dime in another year. After 
all, five cents won’t buy a great deal nowadays! Talk it over 
in your family council.

IT IS WISE TO MAKE the allowance cover some of the 
necessary expenses as well as an occasional “luxury’”—toys, 
gifts and the like. Thus if your 4-year-old puts a nickel in 
the Sunday School basket, add this to his allowance. The 
idea is to teach him, as early as possible, how to manage his 
own finances. 

For the older children include such money as is needed 
for carfares, school lunches, hobby materials, club dues or 
fees, sport equipment and haircuts. 

Expect your children to make some miletiines in handling 
their finances, Mrs. P. That's the-way they learn—just as 
you and I do! And don’t expect them to have the same idea 
that you do, as to what is important for them. But keep 
them moving steadily toward maturity.

AFTER THEY REACH their teens, children should usually 
have allowances to cover much of their clothing needs. It’s 
the best possible training for a girl, to learn that she has 
to choose between this and that. When she discovers that she 
can get a new skirt by going without enough chocolate malts 
er comic books, she is beginning to understand economics. 
You won't help her by letting her squander her allowance 
and then giving her extra money for the skirt. If you do 
that, you are merely teaching her not to be competent. But 
be reasonable, of course—extras are needed from time to 
time. 
Talk over the allowance frequently in family council. Let 


the children understand the family’s financial situation as . 


well as their own. They will be better husbands and wives, 
10 or 20 years from now.

Terror in the Night in Soviet Cell 


Prisoners Could Hear Screams of Those Being Questioned; Sentencing Followed Months of Waiting

PPOSITE our prison cell and 

separated from it by a rather 

narrow yard lay the wing 
which contained the offices of the 
examining judges. During the 
day there was nothing remarkable 
about this wing. But as soon as 
darkness fell, the ordinarily silent 
prison was filled with sounds. 


In our cell the last whispers 
died away. We all listened. Lis- 
tened to the steadily mounting 
shrieks and screams from that 
wing, listened to the interrogators 
shouting curses at.their victims. 
The voices of the prisoners could 
be distinguished only when they 
cried out in fear, pain, or despair. 


A hoarse voice: “You bastard, 
I'll make you talk.” 

Then more silence—the blows 
were inaudible to us—and sud- 
denly a clear, pleading cry: “Com- 
rades, comrades.” The cry grew 
louder, more hopeless: .“‘Com- 
rades, comrades.” 

Then again something happened 
that we could not hear, and the 
Same voice called out, “Mama, 
my head, mama, my head! Mama, 
mama, mama, my head.” 

We in odr cell listened, choked 
with fear ‘and pity. 

There was an old woman in the 
cell who never wept, even when 
she returned from a hearing with 
her chest beaten black and blue. 
Now tears rolled quietly down 


- her wrinkled face. 


“‘Mama, my head... .” 

A few peasant women crossed 
themselves. 

The newcomers sat pale and 
wide-eyed, thinking of their own 
first hearing and what would hap- 
pen to them.

HEN Anna entered our cell 

in the spring of 1938, scarce- 

ly one of the inmates so 
much as glanced at her. She was 
an unassuming, small, thin wom- 
an with straight, stringy hair, pale 
blue eye and a wan, grief-stricken 
face which had the usual new- 
comer’s expression of utter help- 
lessness and great agitation. When 
the cell orderly questioned her, 
she was able to answer with only 
a few words of broken Russian. 
She was German. 

She placed her sneakers under 
the planks,. climbed up on the 
platform, rolled up her shabby 
dark-blue mackintosh and put it 
under her head for a pillow, and 
stretched out in the place the 
cell orderly had assigned to her. 
At night she took off her skirt 
and blouse and used them for a 
pillow, covering herself with the 
raincoat. Most of the time she 
lay staring silently at the gloomy 
— of gray stone ceiling above 
er. 

Once she was called out for a 
brief . interrogation lasting no 
more than an hour. She came 
back somewhat more perturbed 
than she had been before. She 
lost weight with alarming rapid- 
ity; it was apparent that she was 
going downhill fast and was qyite 
willing to die. 

Anna came from Hamburg. She 
had been born there, grown up 
there, and married there. Until 
she was 40 she had never once 
left the city. But she was content 
with this. She had a good hus- 
band who worked as a chauffeur 
and they had always managed to 
get along in good times and bad. 
They had no children. 

There was only one cause for 
disagreement between them—he 
was a Communist, Ordinarily this 
would not have disturbed her, for 
she knew nothing about politics 
and would not have wanted to 
interfere with him. But often he 
brought his comrades home and 
they sat around until the early 
hours of the morning, engaged 
in what they called discussions. 
They talked loudly and filled her 
kitchen with the smell of tobacco 
—what sort of housewife would 
she have been if she had not 
objected to that? Several times 
her husband came back from a 


. demonstration with torn clothes 


and bruises, so that she was 
always worrying about him. But 
all in all theirs was a good life, 
until 1933. Then Hitler came and 
her husband had to go into hid- 
ing. The Nazis kept on his track, 
and eventually he had to flee 
the country. 

At last a letter came from her 
husband. He was safe in Russia, 
had work, and was earning 
enough to support two. He want- 
ed to know—it was just a ques- 
tion and she must not misunder- 
stand him—whether she would be 
willing to come to him. He missed 
her very much, but-he did not 
want to influence her because she 
might find it hard to get accus- 
tomed to conditions in Russia. 

She decided to go, although she 
had never traveled anywhere in 
her whole life and although her 
family ese’ a mom —_ about it. 


T turned. out that he was liv- 

ing in Siberia. When he had 

crossed the Russian border 
without the necessary papers, he 
had been arrested and shipped to 
Siberia as a precautionary meas- 
ure. Later on the Russians had 
found out that the German Com- 
munist party had sanctioned his 
going into exile, and he was re- 
leased, He had settled down and 
established a home where he was, 
if it could be called a home. She 
could not call it that. Nor could 
she get used to standing in line 
for hours every day for each lit- 
tle thing she wanted to biy. Nor 
could she accustom herself to the 
community kitchen, the language, 
and the cold. 

‘She saw less of her husband 
than she had in Hamburg. The 
official working hours were 
shorter than at home but the pay 
was so low that most of the 
workers put in overtime. Gradual- 


moved to the Caucasus, ‘where 
there were settlements of Ger- 
a : 


get over her homesickness. She 
could not live in Russia. At last 
her husband realized this and 
decided to send her back home. 

But meanwhile a difficulty had 
come up. Both of them had be- 
come Soviet citizens. Her hus- 
band therefore wrote to _ the 
Comintern representative of the 
German Communist party, ex- 
plained the case and asked for 
help in sending his wife back to 
Germany. He received _ answer 
that the case wold be looked 
into. 

By now it was 1937. Not even 
the Caucasian Mountains could 
stem the wave of arrests that 
flooded over the entire country. 
Communist refugees from Hitler 
Germany? To prison! German 
colonists who had settled in Rus- 
sia three centuries earlier, at the 
invitation of Catherine the Great? 
They still spoke their old Swab- 
ian dialect—to prison with them! 
The villages were combed; in 
some scarcely a man was left. 
Screaming, the women ran after 
the trucks that carried off their 
fathers, husbands, brothers, and 
sons. 

Anna was left behind, alone in 
the remote mountain village. She 
made every effort to find out 
what had happened to her hus- 
band, but she could not get any 
information. He had simply dis- 
appeared; she did not know 
what prisen he had been taken 
to, and she was alone.’ There was 
now nothing to hold her in this 
country. 

With the help of her neighbors 
she sold her possessions and set 
out for Moscow, all her remain- 
ing belongings in a small suit- 
case. She inquired her way to 
the Comintern building. After a 
long wait she was taken in to see 
a representative of the Commu- 
nist party of Germany. She told 
her story. But as soon as she 
mentioned the word “arrest,” she 
was shown the door. No one 
here wanted to be associated with 
spies or their families. 

Once more she was out in the 
street with her suitcase, by now 
exhausted. She walked aimlessly 
around, and then it occurred to 
her to try the German consulate. 

“You have become a Soviet 
citizen,” the consular official told 
her. “We can get you home only 
if the Soviet authorities release 
you from your Soviet citizenship. 
Here is the address of the proper 
office.” 

She found the office and 
finally found an official who 
could understand her. “If you 
bring me a statement that the 
German consulate is willing to 
restore your German citizenship, 
we will release you from Soviet 
citizenship,” she was told. 


She took up her suitcase and 
walked back to the German con- 
sulate. There her name and the 
facts in the case were taken down 
and she was told to come back 
next day. She went out, wonder- 
ing where she was going to spend 
the night. On the street she was 
arrested and taken to prison. She 
no longer needed to concern her- 
self about shelter for the night, 
not for many years, 

At her hearing she was told 
she was a spy like her husband. 
2 9 she was sent back to the 
ce | 


I no longer had the unbroken 
leisure to lie near the window 
for a bird to fly past. Often now 
a cloud tinted with pink floated 
past the window in the evening 
and faded without my watching 
it. I was busy. I had my hands 
full explaining to Anna that 
everything would turn out well. 
I didn’t know whether my proofs 
~—which I though very clever— 
were especially convincing, but 
Anna came to trust me and to 
feel a quiet confidence in me. 

Although she was almost 20 
years older than I, she clung to 
me like a frightened orphan who 
has at last found someone who 
cares for her. She forgot what 
was before her—trial and the 
threat of transportation. Her only 
fear was that we would be sep- 
arated. \ 


During my 14 months of pre- 
trial imprisonment I was called 
out for interrogation three times. 
The first time just personal data 
were taken. The second time a 
statement of my case was drawn 
up. Facts which anywhere else 
in the world would have seemed 
altogether harmless were to Sov- 
jet judges deeply incriminating. 
My record contained the suspi- 
cious item that I came from a 
bourgeois family, that I had lived 
in Holland and Switzerland as a 
child and had studied in Germany 
and Italy, and that I had lived in 
the house of a relative .whose 
guests represented all sorts of 
political and intellectual a 
The record concluded with 
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statement: “I have never be- 
longed to a counterrevolutionary 
organization,” so I signed it. At 
the third hearing they read me 
the testimony of a prisoner who 
alleged that she had spoken with 
me in my hotel room concerning 
my counterrevolutionary activi- 
ties, which were not otherwise 
defined. I asked to be confronted 
with the woman, but my request 
was not granted. Later on I 
learned from the prisoners who 
had shared a cell with her that 
she had been on the “conveyor” 
and that after 18 sleepless days 
and nights she had signed what- 
ever they asked. 

All these hearings took place in 
the eighth month after my arrest. 
In the fourteenth month I was 
informed of the charge against 
me: support of a foreign state 
against the Soviet Union. They 
told me that this crime entailed 
the supreme penalty, death by 
firing squad, and that I would 
probably go before the military 
tribunal. 

When I returned to my cell 
after receiving this information, 
most of the other inmates were 
asleep. My place on the floor was 
invisible; the bodies of the others 
had closed over it. I sat down on 
the edge of the platform. That 
night I did not feel any need for 
sleep. 

It was not so long ago that I 
had been a student, wearing an 
antifascist button on my lapel, 
distributing leaflets and holding 
the briefcases of my comrades 
when they had fights with Nazi 
students. And now, “death by 
firing squad.” 

But the fear I had felt on my 
first ride to prison 14 months be- 
fore did not recur. I felt the 
same numbness that had over- 
come me when I was arrested, 
the same terrible helplessness 
and sense of abandonment. The 
loneliness of creature man, thrust 
out into a hostile, threatening, 
uncanny, uncomprehended world 
with nothing to hold to, nothing 
to hope for. Unreality had be- 
come reality. It was the primeval 
nakedness of humanity. But here 
was not the clean, open struggle 
of the prehistoric world; here 
was a corrupt, stinking chaos 
where people talked about Marxist 
truth when what they meant was 
that they would knock your teeth 
out. 
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FEW weeks later the slot in 
the door opened and a dozen 
names were called out. “Get 

ready with all your things,” the 
guard growled, and closed the 
slot. 

With trembling hands Anna 
packed her few clothes into a 
bundle and stood with the others 
at the door. Her face was color- 
less. They would all be going to 
trial, we guessed. But Anna was 
not thinking of that. She was 
looking at me in horror at the 
prospect of separation. And then 
the slot opened once more and a 
single additional name was called. 
It was my turn to tie up my little 
bundle with trembling hands. 

For more than 14 months I had 
waited for this moment to come. 
For 14 months I had seen women 
pass through these cells, women 
who had hoped, wept, cursed and 
prayed, until finally after a few 
months the fron door opened for 
them again and they disappeared 
from sight. I alone was always 
left behind, Sometimes I thought 
I would stay in that cell the rest 
of my life. And now it was over. 
What was awaiting me on this 
fall day of 1938? 

I finally took my place at the 
door beside Anna. 

Then we were let out into 
the corridor. Silently—we were 
strictly forbidden to say a word 
—we began moving. At last the 
soldier turned us over to another, 
who let us into.a new cell. This 
was a kind of waiting room, for 
it was°empty except for several 
stone benches against the walls. 
Some hundred women from vari- 
ous cells stood or sat around in 
it. 

A waiting room exists for the 
purpose of waiting. We waited. 
One hour, two, three. Would we 
be going to trial now? Would we 
have a chance to defend our- 
selves? Would there be _ wit- 
nesses? 

Then a guard opened the door 
a crack and shouted, “Quiet!” 

There was no need; we 
fallen into a numbed silence as 
soon as his face appeared. He 
told us to form a line at the door, 


moment there was a neat, orderly 
line going up to the door. But in 


this line there was no pushing or 
shoving or trying to sneak ahead. 

After a good long wait the door 
opened slightly again and the 
first woman was let out. She re- 
turned in three minutes and “the 
next went. The procedure was 
marvelously efficient. Every three 
minutes a woman came an- 
other went, and each one re- 
turned with her sentence. As the 
number of those who had gone 
grew, the sobbing in the room be- 
came louder. In all corners of 
the room little knots formed, but 
nothing could be heard but tear- 
ful, whispered phrases; “Ten 
years... eight years... 
ly, someone said, “Five years.” 

We waited to see whether any- 
one would be set free—for ex- 
ample the old woman of 70 — 
but she tao came back with a 
sentence of 10 years. There were 
no exceptions; all were convicted.

Then a soldier led me down the 
corridor to another room where 
an NKVD officer sat at a long 
table. I was told to sit down in 
a chair facing him.

He asked my name, moistened 
the forefinger of his right hand 
and began running through a pile 
of small slips with the speed of 
a bank teller counting money.

At last she came 
stumbling back into the cell, half 
dead from agitation. The officer 
had rattled out the sentence for 
her, but she had not understood 
a word. Then he had telephoned 
for an interpreter, and meanwhile 
she had been led off into one 
of the so-called “dog houses.” 
She did not know what it was all 
about and was convinced that her 
last day had come. Since she was 
not being taken back to our cell 
like the others, she felt sure that 
an especially terrible sentence 
awaited her; she expected to be 
called out to face the firing squad 
at any moment. Instead she was 
led back to the same officer, who 
apparently had not succeeded in 
locating an interpreter. He put 
his elbow on the table, spread out 
the fingers of one hand and 
waved the hand several times in 
front of her nose. Then he asked 
whether she understood. She nod- 
ded. Five fingers—five years. She 
signed. 

Such was our sentencing.

quite understand; but I am 
coming to believe that in cer- 
tain European countries, and 
perhaps in Italy, there should 
be a complete re-thinking of 
their methods on the part of 
their industrial leaders. 
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OCCASIONALLY I HAVE 
the opportunity to talk to busi- 
ness men, and it seems to me 
the concept of partnership be- 
tween the employer and em- 
ployes has made far greater 
strides in this country than it 
has in some of the: European 
countries. 

I am not sure whether under 
modern conditions the employer 
by himself can make the plans 
to expand business. It must be 
a policy which is understood 
by the workers and accepted by 
them as being in their interests 
as well as in the interests of 
the employer. There must be 
tangible evidence in the work- 
er’s pay envelope and in his 
working conditions that his is 
a partnership and that the prof- 
its are distributed on a fair and 
equal basis. 

It is true that in this coun- 
try this is accomplished through 
strong unions and intelligent 
union leadership as well as by 
intelligent employer leadership. 
I believe the same machinery 
should be encouraged to func- 
tion in other countries. 
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IN THE STATE of Tennessee, 
they are establishing the Cor- 
dell Hull Foundation for Inter- 
national Education.
